His was but once performed ; Theirs were 
every day repeated. If his Sacythice had been like 
theirs ; then (as you have it in the former part of 
the verſe) muſt be often have ſuffered ſmce the Founda- 
tion of the World; | Put now ocs & the end of the World 
hath he appeared to put away Sin by the Sacrifice of bim- 
ſelf. This is the juſt Reſolution, of the Text 
into its ſeyeral particulars, of each of which I ſhall 
diſcourſe as briefly and pra&tically as 1 can. 


[. I begin with the firft, The Appearance of our 
Lord in general.' | Now bath be appeared. _.. 

Let us here conſider, firſt, Who it was that ap- 
peared. And then, How he'did appear. © 

The Perſon appearing we will confider both as 
to his Nature and as to his Of fice. 

'"He that appeared as to his Nature was God and 
Mm'; both theſe Natures were united in' him Þhd 
made'one Perfon. He was God with ys. So the Ans 
gel tites im in che frſt of S. Marthew, 

He was the Word that was with God, and 'was God, 
and by whom all thmgs were made. He was, 1 ſay, that 
Word made Fleſh and dwelling among us. So S. John 
ſtiles him in the firſt of his Goſpel, 

Laſtly, He was God manifeſt in the Fleſh, ſo S. Paul 
ftites him in the firſt Epiſtle ro Timothy,

This was the Pex/#3 that the Text (aith, Now ap- 
beared, that is, the Son of God in Humane Nature. 
God of the ſubſtance of his Father begotten before 
all Worlds, and Mar of the ſubſtance of his Mo- 
cher bora in the World. Perfect God, and perfect 
Man, and yert but one Perſon. For as the Reafon- 
able Soul and the Body make one .Mlan ; fo here God 
and Man make one Chriſt. As our Creed expreſſes 
it. 
And this leads. me to his Office. This Divine 
Perſon, God-Man, that the Text here lairh appeared, 
was, by his Office, the Chriſt, the Meſfzas, that is, 
chat great Miniſter of God, that Anointed Amy 
and Prieſt and Prophet, which from the beginning 
of the World he promiled to fend down upon 
Earth for the ſalvation of Mankind. Who was be- 
lieved in by che Patriarchs ; Typified by the Law z 
Foretold by all the Prophets; Shadowed our in 
all the Oeconomy of the Jewiſh Nation; expected 
by all the Jfaelizes; And wi for by the beſt of 
the Heathen World. | 

This Perfon invefted with this Office at laſt appeaxy 
ed; and in what manner, you all know from his 
Story in the Golpel. 

He was by the Holy Spirit of God conceived in 
the Womb of a Virgin, as was foretold of him 
by the Prophets ; of which an Angel of the higheſt 
order in Heaven firlt brought the happy Tidings to. 
the Virgin her (elf. |

.- This Virgin, by as ſtrange a Providence, when 
the time of her delivery drew near, was brought 
from her own City and Habiration in Galilee, to 
Bethlehem a City of Judah; where ſhe brought forch 
this Iluftrious Babe ; And thereby fulfilled another 
Prophecy concerning him, namely, That he ſhould 
be born in Bethlehem , which allo the Scribes at that 
time acknowledged. 

The circumſtances indeed of his Birth were far 
from/any outward Pomp and Magnificence. The 
Virgin his Mother was poor and a ſtranger ; and 
ſa ill befriended, chat in that Confluence of Peopte 
wich which the City was then crowded, ſhe was 
ablezo-procure no better a lodging than the Stabl 
at an Im &(oichat a Manger was the place that firſt 
reccived ithe/Lord of Glory. ''This Slur, this Af- 
front God: then thought fir to put upon all chat ex- 
ternal Splendour and Grandeur which uſually doth 
fa-much daalothe Eyes:of mortal Men. 
to Buc God Adiled inot''to make abundant amen's 
for the meannels of this Birth, by giving ſundry 
other demonſtrable Fvidences of the Dignity of the 
Per/onchat was then. born. 

For the Magi from the Eaſt (Princes ſhall I call 
thcn;or Fhiloſophers ? ) bemg condutted by a new 
Star, came-and pay:d their Homage, and brou-/ht 
theit Offerings to this King of the World in a Man- 
gr. Andithe Shepherds,” that were watching cheir 
Plocks in the Fields by night, were ſarprized with 


the 
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the Glory of! the Lord'ſhining round about them, 
and an Angel that'thus ſpoke to them ; Fear-not, 
for behold 'T bring you' Tidings of great Foy which ſhall be 
to all People, for unto you is born this day in the City of 
David a Saviour which is ClxiſÞ the Lord, * And this ſhall 
be a ſign unto you, ye ſhall fnd the Babe wrapped in ſwadlmg 
Cloths lying in a Manger. And ſuildenly there was with 
the Angel a Multitude of the Eleavenly Hoſt , praiſmg 
God, and ſaying; Glory to God in the Higheſt , on Earth 
Peace, Good Willtowards Men. | 

After this manner was the Appearaice of our -Savi- 
our , and much after the ſame manrier was his fol- 
lowing Life. It was a life: of much Poverty and 

Meanneſs as to outward cirumſtances ; but iz was 
a life in every Period of ic fraught with Wonders. 
Whether we confider 'the-admirable Goodneſs and 

Charmingneſs of his Temper ; or the exemplary 
Vertue and Piery that did ſhine out+ in all his Con- 

yerſation; Or the Divinity of his Sermons and 

Do&tines; Or his prodigious inititable Miracles ; 

Or the Actreſtations which were given to liim from 
Heaven ; Or the uſage he received from Men ; Or 

the Events which followed upon all theſe things in 

the World. | 

Bur it is his firſt Appearance-in the Fleſh that we are 
this day met together ro commemorate. And never 
had Mankind ſo Noble an Argument given them, 
to exerciſe their Thoughts and ' Meditations 'up- 
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lf we conſider the. Quality of the Perſon appear- 
ing, that he was no other chan che Ecernal Son of 
God: How ought we. to. be wrapt with Wonder 
and Aſtoniſhment at the Infiniteneſs of the Divine 
Condeſcenſion? How,ought we to be affeted wich 
Love and thankfulne(s ac ſuch a never-to-be-pacal- 
lell'd inſtance.'of God's kindaels to ys: that he 
ſhould o love us 4s to. ſend his only-begotten Son into 
the World, that we might live through him... 

If we conſider that this Son. of, Gad reſolying 
to: appear in-the. World, of all other ways;chole 
th do it in.our Fleſh, and {o united' both the Deity 
and Humanity in one Perſon : O what a fenſe ought 
thjs to imprels upon 11 of the Honour that is here- 
by,done ta. our natyre},: and the Dignity i is ad- 
vanced to: And how: oughtthat ſenle, either to 
fright us, or ta ſhame us. from. proſtitating this 
ous Nature -to-any vile unworthy Mixtures: and 
Cammunications which God did nor difgdain to 
take irito {6 neat a Relation ro himſelf. 

If we conſider that this God, in humane Fleſh, 
came as the £Heſſgob, the Saviour of the World, ſo 
long before protwiled, ahd ſo long expeGted : How 
ovght this to fill our hearts with Joy and Thank- 
fulneſs > How' ſhould it move us ro pour our our 
Souls in Benedi&tions to God for having thus /i- 
fited and redeemsd bis People > And putting us into 
that diſpenſation which ſo many Holy Men, for 
ſo many Ages, wiſhed to ſee, but did not ſee it ;

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nay, and; which'the Angels themſelyes deſiredtd 
took" into 3'and: which the Jews for Tejefting;- at 
che time-ic was publiſhed, are, to this day, aſtand- 
vg Monument of -. God's Diſpleature and-Vens 
eancec. q of PE : S4;{1 
If we conſider the many Eyvidences, that this 
our Saviour gave at his Appearance, - of his bein 
che true Chrift; How: exactly jn all the Circum- 
Rtances'of his:Nativity, 'and all the P s of thig 
Life, he fulfilled the Prophecies which weng\be- 
fore of him ;- and how convincing the” Teftimo- 
nies were, ' which God gave to: the Treth of his 
Mifion : ''How onght this © Confideration to 
firengchen our -Faith-in this "Chriſt >' Fo! makes 
conſtant co the death in owning hims for our Sxvis 
our, our Mefſiab , in Oppoſition to all- the Pretery- 
ces of the Jews, and Infidels, and- Atheiſts, and 
Scepricks to the contrary. of 
Laſtly, If we confider the meat Circumſtagees 
that chis our Chriit chofe to/appear irs; '{o fax be- 
low the Digniy of fo great a' Prince, that there 
is not the pooreſt Beggar's Child among us, bur 
generally finds beter Accommodation when 't 
comes into the: World : 'O'-what a Check, wha 
a Rebuke ought: rhig to be to that Spint of Ambitib 
on, and Pride, and. Vain-glory, that roo ofcen pol- 
leſles us poor Mortals? 'How ouphr it ta rake off 
our admiration, and leſſen the too great eſteem we 
are apt to have of all outward Pompand Greatneſs ?

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Nay:;;and-$0/ make : us deſpiſe, all. che glittering 
Shews and Bravery of the World :' Since God has 
given us fo vilible a demonſtration, by the ſending 
his. qwhb:Sor-into it, | how little a Value he ſets upon 
theſe Things.

Il. I proceed to the Second Point, which my 
Text leads me to ſpeak.to, and that is the Time of 
our baviour's Hpprargice: here mentioned, Once hath 
be appeared in, the end, of the World. 

;- You ſee here that the time of his Appearance is 
faid ro be the end of the World, But how is that 
to: be underſtogd? If we take the'expreſfion in 
the literal. ſenſe, and as we commonly ule it ; the 
thing is not- true, - For there have already paſſed 
near ſeventeen hundred'-Years -{ince . our Saviour's 
Appearance ; and yet the end of the World is not 
come, nor do we know when it will. 

But;there will be no difficulty in chis matter, if 
we carefully. attend to the Phraſe the Apoſtle here 
uſeth, and interpret-it according to the Propriety 
of the Language in which ir is delivered. The 
word. in my Text is, ſacs 5 aur, which eve- 
ry body, that is verſed in- the. Ryle of. the New 
Teſtament, : knows may be: better and more na- 
turally. rendred the Conſummation; or Concluſion of. 
the Ages, than the End of the Warld.

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' For the underſtanding this Phraſe, we mult have 
recourſe to the known Jdiom of the Jews, who uſed 
to ſpeak of the ſeveral Oeconomies and Diſpenſations, 
under which the World ſucceſſively had been; or 
was to be, as of fo many Aw or Ages. The laſt 
of which Ages, and che Accompliſhment and Com- 
pletion of all of them, they held co be the 4ze of the 
Meſſia , beyond which they knew there was to be 
no other Age or Oeconomy. With reference to this 
way of ſpeaking, the Times of the Goſpel-diſpen- 
ſation are frequently called in Scripture, the Laſt 
Times, the Laſt Days, the Fulneſs of the Times, and 
in.che Text, the Conſummation or Shutting up of the 
Ages. The meaning of all which Phraſes is no 
more than this. That the Times of the Goſpel, 
that js,, the Appearance and Revelation of our Sa- 
viour; though God intended them from the be- 
ginning, yet ſhould they be the laſt of all Times: 
There ſhould be feveral Diſpenſations ſer on foot 
in the World before they came ; and when thoſe 
times were fufilled, when the Ends of thole Diſpen- 
ſations were accompliſhed, then ſhould our Savi- 
our appear, and begin his Kingdom which ſhould 
never be ſucceeded by any other. 
This is the true meaning of Chriſt's appearing 
& orninde TH awwwy, as the Text expreſleth it, that is, 
not (as we tranſlate it) in the end of the World, bud 
1n the laſt of the Ares, or at the time when the Ages 
were fulfilled and accompliſhed. 
Now 
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Now. what ule we are to make of this'Confide- 
tation, the Apoſtle himſelf doth fairly intimate t> 
us in the beginning of this Epiſtle: God, faith he, 
whq at ſundry times and in diverſe manners, ſpake in times 
paſt uito the Fathers by the Prophets, hath in theſe la#t 
days ſpoken unta us by his Son, whom be hath made heir of 
albthings,, and by whom he made the worlds. - And ſo he 
goes onto. ſer forth.the incomparable Dignity and 
Pteleminence of this laſt Meflenger of God, 'aboye 
that of either Angels or Men, by whem- he had 
ſpoke to mankind before. But what is the infe- 
rence he draws from all this? Why, that you may 
ſee inthe beginning ofthe ſecoul Chapter. We ought 
therefore (faith he) to give the awre earneſt beed to the 
things we have beard (char is to ſay, the DoErine of 
the Golpel) leſt at any time we let them ſlip. | For if the 
word ſpoken by Angels was ſtedfaſt, and every tranſgreſſion 
and diſobedience received a juſt recompence of reward ; How 
ſhall ws efcape if. we negle& ſo great Salvation 4s was ſpoken 
to ws by the Lord Jetus ? = 

The Apoftle's Argument here proceeds on this 
manner. God's Revelation of his Will co Man- 
kind, and the diſcovery of his Grace and Goodneſs 
was not all at once, bur gradual and by parts. 

He firſt ſpake to Mankind by the Patriarchs who 
were burning and ſhining Lights in their Generas 
tions, 

He aferwards ſingles out the Nation of the Jews 
to be his peculiar People, and to them he gives a 
written 
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written Law which was delivered to chem by Angels 
in the hand of Moſes their Mediator (as the Apottle 
ſpeaks in thethird of the Galatians) which Law - was 
a ſhadow or dark repreſentation of the Good things 
which were afterward to be revealed. 

After this he ſends Prophets in a continual Sucs 
ceſſion for ſeveral Ages, who do more clearly dil- 
coyer God's will to them ; who call upon them 
co Holineſs and Virtue; and who ſpeak in very 
plain Terms of that Great Salvation which God 
ſhould one day manifeſt to the World. 

Andlaſt of all,as the Lord of the Vineyard'in the 
Parable dealc with his Husband-men, who after he 
had ſent Seryants one' after another, of differenc 
Qualities and Degrees, art laſt ſent his own Son * 
ſo at laſt, I ſay, did the great Lord of the World; 
when the fulneſs of the time was come, ſend his own Son 
-to be his Embaſſador to Mankind, his own Sor- 
who was the Brightneſs of his Glory, and the expreſs 
Image of his Perſon. © 

If now, as the Apoſtle here argues: If under 
the former Diſpenlarions when God only declared 
his Will by Angels or by Prophers, he was yer 16 
ſevere that no Tranſgreffion or Diſobedience" e- 
ſcaped without a juſt recompence of Vengeance ; 
How can we eſcape if we negle& ſo great a Salvation, 
asthat was, which in theſe laft days was preached by 
Jefus Chriſt * How can we eſcape, if thele laſt and great- 
eſt Methods of God for our good, and in which all 
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the Treaſures of his Wiſdom and Goodneſs are di. 
played; I ſay, if thele have no. efte& upon vs. in 
order to the making us both Holy and Happy. 
What Teachers, what Inſtructers can we fur» 
ther expet ? What new Lights or Aſliſtances do 
we yet wait for? Can any one think that God 
ſhould ſet on foot ſome other new Diſpenſation for 
the bringing off thoſe wretched People upon whom 
this laſt could prevail nothing 2 Do we dream of 
another Covenant, or another Mediator between God 
and Man, beſides Chriſt Jeſus * Do; we fancy:that 
God will ſend ſome other Embaſſador or Saviour 
into the World after he hath ſent his own Son ? 
Or that the Son of God will come a ſecond 
time in Humane Fleſh, and again be crucified for 
us ? | a. 
No certainly, God hath afforded the laſt and 
greateſt means for Man's Salvation, and no other is 
ever to be expeted. Chriſt hath once appeared in the 
end of the World to put away Sin by the Sacrifice of. him 
ſelf ; and to thoſe that believe in him,and love him, 
and obey him, will be appear the ſecond time to their 
Salyation. | Bur never will he appear again to make 
a new Reconciliation for thole Men, that are not 
reconciled to God by his firſt Appearance. To 
ſuch (as our Apoſtle ſpeaks in the tenth Chapter) 
T here remains no more Sacrifice for Sin, but a. fearful ex- 
peftation of Judgment and fiery Indignation to conſume the 
Adve ſaries. HM, "BE

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II, The Third General Point I am to inſiſt on from 
the Text is the End of our Saviour's Appeaarnce ; and 
that is here ſaid to be the putting away of Sin. Once im 
the end of the World hath he appeared to put away Sin. 

This is that which the Scripture every where al- 
ſigns as the Buſineſs and Deſign of Chriſt's coming. 
Torun over all the particular Texts would be tedious 

in ſo plain a Caſe. I ſhall therefore only name a? 
or 10, 

This is the account that S. John gives of his Appear- 
ance, 1. Ep. Ch. ;. 1e know, faith he, that he was ma- 
nifeſted to take away our ſms. 

And again, this is the account that the Angel gives 
to Joſeph a little before his Birth, Mat. 1. 20. Fear not, 
faith he, to take unto thee Mary thy Wife, for that which is 
conceived in ber is of the Holy Ghoſt. And ſhe ſhall bring 
forth a Son, and thou ſhalt call hisname Jeſus, for be ſhall 
ſave his people from their fins. He was called Jeſus be- 
cauſe he was deſigned by God to be'our Savionr ; for 
fo much that word imports. [And he is therefore our 
Saviour, becauſe he ſaves his People from. their Sins, 
which is in the words of the Text, to put them away. 

But what is it to be ſaved from our Sins, "or to have 
our Sins put away? Since the Salvation we have by Chriſt 
doth conſiſt in this, it is fir we ſhoulda'little more'par- 
ticularly inſiſt on it. In anſwer therefore to this Que- 
ſtion, we fay that two things are implyed in Chriſt's 
putting away 9m. |
